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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The exact structure of the "heat conduction part" is, as yet, not clearly understood. The claims 
do not specifically define what is meant by a different "path". Are the heat conduction part and the signal 
transmitting part physically isolated from each other or branches of the same metallization network? 

That is, applicant has previously argued (pg. 8, Remarks of 12-28-06) that part (33) and part (37) 
shown in FIG. 2, both constitute heat conduction parts. However, as seen in FIG. 2, part (33) is physically 
attached to other metallization which constitutes part of the signal transmission path, while part (37) 
appears to be physically isolated from the signal transmission path. Thus, it is unclear what is meant by 
the recitation that "the" heat conduction part provides a path "different" from a signal transmission path? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-13, 16 and 17 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Yamazaki et al in view of Shimada et al, both of record, for the reasons stated in the previous action, 

hereby incorporated by reference. To the extent that the inventive structure hinges on whether a heat 

conduction part is physically isolated from the other metallization which forms the signal transmission 

parts, it is noted that FIG. 3 of Shimada also shows sections of metallization (1 1 L) which appear to be 
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physically isolated from the other device metallization. This section of metallization would seem to be 
analogous to part (37) shown in FIG. 2 of the instant invention. 

Absent a more specific recitation of the physical distinction between the signal transmitting part 
and the heat conduction part of the inventive structure, the claimed features would be met by the 
references of record.
